TO  THE  HONBLE  ROBERT  CLIVE  ESQ*. 

President  &  Governour  &ca.  Council 

at  Fort  William. 

Honble  Sir  &  Sirs 

As  we  have  advised  the  Select  Committee  in  a  Seperate  Letter  of  all 
Military  Operations  and  affairs  relating  thereto  we  shall  here  confine  our- 
selves only  to  such  matters  as  do  not  immediately  fall  under  that  department. 

We  are  to  acknowledge  the  Eeceit  of  your  Letters  of  the  12th.  &  23  Sep- 
tember 1758  and  14  January  1759,  the  two  first  by  the  Thames  Captn. 
Wedderburn  who  arrived  here  the  beginning  of  December  but  sailed  again 
and  returned  to  Vizagapatam  or  some  other  Port  to  the  Northward  without 
landing  any  part  of  your  Consignments  to  us,  we  hope  he  will  immediately 
proceed  hither  upon  hearing,  the  Enemy  have  raised  the  Seige,  his  Cargo  will 
be  very  acceptable. 

It  will  be  some  time  before  this  settlement  can  possible  recover  the  con- 
fusion it  has  been  thrown  into  the  Merchants  &  Inhabitants  who  had  fled  up 
into  the  Country  are  every  day  returning  but  their  attentions  are  chiefly  en- 
gaged in  their  Domestick  concern  and  till  those  are  regulated  little  can  be 
expected  in  the  way  of  trade  as  soon  as  we  find  it  practicable  we  shall  set 
about  providing  Redwood  that  we  may  supply  you  agreable  to  your  request 
but  we  cannot  give  any  assurance  of  success  especially  as  we  shall  want  much 
for  our  own  repairs,  as  well  as  all  other  kind  of  Timber  and  plank  and  if  you 
can  assist  Us  with  any  the  Service  will  be  very  acceptable. 

Great  part  of  the  last  Crops  of  grain  in  the  Countries  round  us  having 
been  destroyed  or  consumed  We  have  great  reason  to  apprehend  a  Scarcity 
and  as  we  have  but  little  remaining  of  our  Garrison  Store  We  must  earnestly 
press  for  as  supplys  of  Rice  as  you  can  possible  send  Us;  to  encourage  the 
present  importation.  We  have  thought  it  proper  to  allow  all  grain  &  pro- 
visions of  very  kind  to  be  brought  in  free  of  duty  untill  the  last  day  of  August 
next. 

It  gives  us  great  pleasure  [that]  Your  Honour  &ca.  can  assist  us 
in  the  disposal  of  the  Ordinary  Broad  Cloths  if  they  should  not  upon  tryal 
go  off  [better  than  you  have]  done;  we  shall  take  every  good  oppertunity 
.     ]what  we  cannot  sell  and  we  [     .     .     .     ]  copper. 

Great  part  of  the  Salt  Petre  we  had  in  store  having  been  distroyed  by 
the  Enemy's  Shells  we  must  request  a  large  supply  of  this  article  also. 

We  have  long  been  in  expectation  of  the  Warren  as  your  Honour  &ca. 
acquaint  Us  of  your  intention  to  dispatch  her  the  Middle  of  January  should 
she  arrive,  we  shall  have  but  little  to  put  on  board  her  great  part  of  the  cloth 
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we  had  ready  embaled  for  Europe  having  been  consumed  by  Fire,  as  well  as 
our  sorting  Godown,  however  we  purpose  sending  her  away  immediately  after 
her  arrival  with  what  we  may  have  ready. 

The  Shaftesbury  arrived  here  during  the  Siege  and  having  received  much 
damage  by  the  Enemy's  Shot  we  shall  send  her  in  a  few  days  to  Batavia  to 
refit  and  return  here  with  Timber  &  plank  which  we  hope  may  be  done  in 
time  for  her  to  proceed  this  season  to  China. 

The  Tilbury  Britannia  Winchelsea  &  Prince  of  Wales  arrived  here  from 
Bombay  the  16th.  Instant  under  Convoy  of  his  Majestys  Ship  Queenborough 
and  the  Companys  Frigate  Revenge.  The  Tilbury  and  Britannia  we  have 
thoughts  of  sending  to  the  Negrais  to  fetch  away  the  Company's  Servants  and 
Effects  only  leaving  a  few  people  there  merely  to  keep  possession,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  bring  Us  what  timber  &  plank  may  be  ready  and  the  Winchelsea 
and  Prince  of  Wales  are  to  Cruise  with  the  Queenborough  &  Revenge  untill 
the  proper  season  for  dispatching  them  with  the  Tilbury  Britannia  &  Shaftes- 
bury to  China. 

We  are  advised  from  Anjengo  that  the  Drake  and  True  Briton  arrived 
there  the  9th.  December  having  been  obliged  to  put  in  at  Columbo  in  great 
distress  by  sickness  the  same  Letter  adds  that  the  Stretham  &  East  court 
appear'd  off  Onore  the  23  December. 

Our  Cash  is  reduced  very  low  and  our  Expences  are  great  we  hope  the 
Warren  will  bring  Us  a  supply  from  you  besides  the  Gold  from  England  if 
she  should  not  we  shall  be  under  a  necessity  of  taking  part  of  the  Treasure 
intended  for  China  as  we  do  not  expect  we  shall  find  oppertunity  of  [dr Jawing 
on  you  for  any  considerable  sum. 

We  dispatch  this  to  you  by  the  Catherine  [  .  .  .  ]  that  [Ve]ssell 
arrived  at  Pulicat  during  the  Siege,  we  sent  [  .  .  .  ]  [President  there 
to  imploy  her  in  cruising  off  that  port  [  .  .  .  ]  to  all  Vessells  passing 
of  our  situation,  Capt.  Vetch  the  Commander  dyed  shortly  and  there  being 
no  person  on  board  capable  of  taking  the  Command  a  Master  was  put  in  as 
part  of  her  Cargo  consisted  of  Grain  We  have  landed  it  here,  and  taken  it 
for  the  Company  the  rest  of  the  Cargo  shall  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Owners  the  produce  paid  into  Cash;  and  we  will  grant  a  Bill  on  your  Hon1. 
&ca.  for  the  amount,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  send  an  Account  of  the  whole 
of  which  your  Honour  &ca.  will  please  to  let  the  Owners  be  informed. 

We  have  drawn  on  your  Honour  &ca.  two  setts  of  Bills  of  Exchange  of 
this  date  payable  at  ten  days  sight  one  sett  for  Twenty  thousand  (20000)  Cur*. 
Rups.  payable  to  Wm.  Fullerton  Esqr.  or  order  value  received  of  Mr.  Andrew 
Ross  one  for  four  thousand  and  Ninety  one  Current  Rupees  six  annas  (4091-6) 
payable  to  Mr.  Hugh  Baillie  or  order  value  received  of  Mr.  Andrews  Ross 
which  we  request  you  will  Honour.

Sir, 

We  have  received  your  several  Letters  of  the  14th.  16th.  &  19  December 
1758  and  5th.  &  6th.  January  last  we  wrote  to  Colonel  Forde,  and  conclude 
you  have  heard  from  him,  that  this  place  was  Invested  by  the  French  Army 
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the  14th.  Decembr.  they  opened  their  Batterys  the  2nd.  of  January  and  pushed 
their  Sap  to  the  very  crest  of  our  Glacis  where  they  erected  a  Battery  in  Breach 
which  proved  inaffectual  [sic]  and  we  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that 
the  Enemy  was  compelled  to  raise  the  siege  the  17th.  Instant. 

We  must  acknowledge  the  Rajah's  question  upon  your  request  of  Countrys 
to  be  fvery]  reasonable  and  yet  we  can  give  no  direct  answer  unless  it 
|"  .  .  .  ]  in  proportion  to  the  Revenues  he  shall  thing  [sic]  proper  to 
assign  the  Company  will  be  encouraged  to  send  out  men  to  protect  and 
[defend]  and  that  in  the  meanwhile  We  shall  from  time  to  [time]  as  many 
men  as  the  [circumstances  .  .  .  ]  We  cannot  stipulate  for  any  particular 
number  of  Europeans. 

We  are  sorry  to  observe  that  the  difference  between  Colonel  Forde  and 
the  Rajah  are  likely  to  prevent  those  advantages  which  might  otherwise  have 
been  drawn  from  his  Victory  over  the  French,  We  hope  you  have  been  able 
to  reconcile  them  but  as  We  are  in  a  State  of  Uncertanty  [sic]  what  may  have 
hapened  since  the  date  of  your  last  Letter,  We  do  not  think  it  adviseable  to 
send  you  any  further  supply  of  Cash  untill  we  have  some  further  Grounds  to 
think  it  may  be  employed  to  advantage;  indeed  we  could  not  were  We  ever  so 
inclined  spare  }^ou  much  at  this  time  our  Expences  have  been  exceeding  great 
and  now  must  encrease  by  our  Armys  taking  the  Field,  and  we  are  not  certain 
what  supplys  we  may  have  from  Bengal;  this  you  may  depend  on  that  should 
your  future  advices  encourage  Us  to  hope  for  a  good  investment  after  Making 
a  prudent  provision  for  our  own  more  urgent  demands  we  will  then  send  you 
what  further  sums  we  can. 

The  Gentlemen  at  Bengal  wrote  Us  in  December  that  they  intended  to 
dispatch  the  Warren  to  Us  about  the  middle  of  January  she  is  not  yet  arrived, 
but  not  knowing  the  cause  of  her  detention,  we  continue  in  expectation  of  her 
we  purpose  dispatching  her  to  Europe  as  soon  after  her  arrival  as  possible,  tho 
We  have  very  little  to  put  on  board  towards  filling  her  up,  as  great  part  of  the 
Cloth  We  had  embaled  for  Europe  has  been  unfortunately  burnt  by  the  Enemys 
shells  falling  into  the  sorting  Godown  which  now  lyes  in  ruins,  if  you  should 
have  any  cloth  ready,  and  can  send  it  up  in  time  for  the  Warren,  it  may  be 
some  help  and  will  save  so  much  dead  freight. 

All  the  Country  about  us  having  been  ravaged  by  the  Enemys  Troops, 
and  perhaps  not  much  less  by  our  own  black  Army,  We  fear  a  scarcity  of 
Grain  may  ensue,  to  prevent  which  as  much  as  possible,  We  have  declared 
this  Port  free  for  the  importation  of  all  Grain  and  Provisions,  without  duty 
untill  the  last  day  of  August  next,  you  must  second  this  encouragement  by  all 
the  Means  you  can  &  endeavour  to  prevail  on  the  Merchants  [to  send]  lis  as 
much  as  possible  they  will  in  all  probability  meet  with  a  good  Market. 

Our  Warehouses  are  in  such  disorder  [that  the]  Course  of  business  so 
much  interrupted  that  untill  things  [  .  .  .  ]  We  cannot  comply  with 
Your  Indents,  indeed  we  should  not  think  of  detaining  this  Sloop  the  Catherine 
on  that  account  as  she  is  dispatched  with  advices  to  Bengal  and  has  orders  to 
touch  at  Vizagapatam  only  to  deliver  this  Letter  and'  proceed  you  will  not 
therefore  detain  her.

Gentlemen 

You  have  doubtless  been  particularly  informed  of  the  Large  Force  which 
the  French  landed  on  this  Coast  the  last  Year  under  the  Command  of  Lieute- 
nant General  Lally  and  of  several  Military  Operations  on  their  part  and 
ours  till  the  setting  in  of  the  last  Rains,  that  season  of  the  year  having  obliged 
the  Kings  squadron  to  leave  this  Coast  as  well  to  avoid  the  Danger  of  the 
Monsoon  as  to  refit,  Our  Enemy's  took  that  Occasion  to  Invest  this  place  on 
the  12th.  of  December,  encouraged  to  it  by  advices  that  our  expected  succours 
not  being  able  to  reach  Us  had  proceeded  to  Bombay,  they  opened  their  Bat- 
terys  against  our  Town  the  2  of  January  and  pushed  their  Sap  to  the  very 
Crest  of  our  Glacis  where  they  erected  a  Battery  in  Breach  but  notwithstand- 
ing their  utmost  Efforts  we  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  after  having 
.sustained  a  great  loss  of  Men  and  expended  much  ammunition  they  were  ob- 
liged to  raise  the  siege  on  the  17th.  of  February  and  retire  with  precipitation 
we  cannot  help  taking  Notice  that  the  Enemy  when  they  sat  down  before 
this  place  having  left  Us  in  possession  of  a  strong  Country  Fort  near  Sadras 
called  Chingleput  where  we  had  a  good  Garrison  they  soon  found  that  faux 
pas  exposed  all  their  stores  passing  by  land  from  Pondicherry  to  the  hazard 
of  interception,  and  to  remedy  the  fault  did  not  scruple  to  take  a  step 
which  we  know  not  how  they  mean  to  Justify,  they  seized  upon  your  Fort  of 
sadras  turned  out  your  Guards  mounted  their  own  and  forcibly  detained  as 
prisoners  several  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  settlement  (Men,  Women  &  child- 
ren) who  had  resorted  thither  for  the  protection  of  your  Flag  during;  the 
siege'.  We  cannot  in  justice  to  ourselves  avoid  complaining  loudly  of  this  atro- 
cious Violation  of  the  Law  of  Nations  which  we  doubt  not  will  excite  your 
just  indignation  and  determine  you  to  such  measures  as  may  procure  your- 
selves and  Us  ample  satisfaction  thus  possessed  of  this  Hold  they  found  no 
further  difficulty  in  passing  their  Stores  which  enabled  them  to  press  us  with 
great  vigour.  The  severe  Bombardment,  which  we  have  endured  has  almost 
laid  our  town  in  Ruins,  and  We  stand  in  need  of  Large  quantitys  of  Timber 
and  Plank  for  the  immediate  necessary  Repairs,  under  these  Circumstances 
We  doubt  not  but  your  Excellency  and  you  Gentlemen  will  at  the  request  We 
have  now  the  Honour  to  make  you  not  only  permit  to  be  purchased,  but  even 
lend  your  Friendly  aid  towards  procuring  with  all  possible  Expedition  a 
Cargo  of  Timber  and  plank  for  the  ship  we  now  send  to  your  port  called  the 
Shaftesbury  Commanded  by  Captain  Cornelius  Inglis  who  has  our  full  powers 
for  that  purpose  and  in  case  (contrary  to  our  hope  and  expectation)  a  full 
Cargo  of  those  Articles  should  not  be  procurable,  in  that  case  we  request  you 
will  permit  him  to  compleat  his  Loading  with  Sugar  &  Arrack  for  the  Use 
of  our  Garrison,  our  Stores  being  much  exhausted  by  the  Long  continuance  of 
the  Siege  That  same  ship  came  into  our  Road  during  the  Siege  in  spite  of  all 
opposition  from  two  of  the  Enemys  ships  of  Force  which  then  laved  here  and 
afterwards  for  several  days  sustained  a  warm  fire  from  their  Batterys  while 
she  landed   some  necessary  Stores  by  which   she  has   suffered   considerable 
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damage,  for  the  expeditiously  repairing  whereof  we  hope  and  request  you 
will  give  immediate  Orders  as  the  speedy  return  of  the  Ship  to  Us  is  of  great 
importance.

Sir 

As  we  are  much  in  want  of  Timber  and  Plank  for  repairing  the  Damages 
the  Companys  Buildings  and  works  have  sustained  during  the  siege,  and  as 
you  have  represented  to  Us  that  it  is  also  necessary  you  should  proceed  to  some 
convenient  Port  to  repair  the  Damages  your  ship  has  suffered  by  the  Enemys 
shot  whilst  you  lay  in  the  Road,  we  have  determined  to  send  you  to  Batavia, 
not  doubting  but  that  you  will  be  able  to  refit  your  Ship  procure  a  Cargo  of 
Timber  and  Plank  and  return  hither  in  good  time  to  proceed  to  Canton,  to 
which  Place  it  is  our  intention  to  dispatch  you  according  to  your  original 
destination. 

As  we  place  great  confidence  in  your  good  management  we  do  hereby 
appoint  you  the  Honble  Companys  Agent  for  purchasing  a  Cargo  of  Timber 
and  Plank  at  Batavia  for  which  purpose  we  have  Laden  and  consigned  to 
you  by  the  Shaftesbury  two  chests  of  Dollars  poize.  581  Lb.  4  Ounces  and  if 
this  sum  should  not  be  sufficient  We  do  empower  you  to  take  up  as  much  more 
as  may  be  necessary  and  draw  Bills  on  Us  for  the  same,  and  for  your  Guidance 
as  to  the  Sorts  and  Sizes  of  Timbers  and  planks  we  would  have  purchased  we 
enclose  a  List  or  Indent  to  which  we  refer. 

In  Case  (contrary  to  our  expectation)  you  should  not  be  able  to  procure  a 
full  Loading  of  Timber  and  Plank,  in  that  case  we  would  have  the  deficiency 
whatever  it  be  filled  up  with  Arrack  &  Sugar  on  the  Companys  Account,  and 
that  you  may  be  the  better  enabled  to  effect  these  purposes  we  herewith  deliver 
you  a  Letter  to  the  General  &  Council  of  Batavia  requesting  them  to  give  you 
all  necessary  assistance. 

As  an  encouragement  to  you  to  exert  yourself  in  the  faithfull  discharge 
of  the  Trust  hereby  reposed  in  you  we  do  promise  you  a  gratuity  or  Commis- 
sion of  five  $J  Cent  on  the  amount  of  the  Invoice  of  the  Cargo  so  to  be  pur- 
chased by  you  to  be  paid  on  the  Delivery  thereof  at  this  Port. 

Tho'  we  have  Commission'd  you  to  purchase  a  Cargo  on  the  Honble  Com- 
pany's Acco*.  We  do  not  mean  to  have  the  ship  detained  for  that  purpose  but 
whilst  she  is  repairing  you  may  be  providing  the  proper  quantitys  and  sorts  and 
have  every  thing  in  readiness,  that  so  you  may  not  on  that  account  run  the 
least  risque  of  arriving  here  later  than  the  End  of  June,  and  we  hope  to  see 
you  back  sooner. 
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In  case  of  your  death  before  you  shall  have  executed  this  commission,  We 
do  hereby  appoint  the  Commander  of  the  Ship  Shaftesbury  for  the  time  being 
the  Honble  Companys  Agent  for  all  and  every  the  purposes  above  expressed. 

On  Receit  hereof  you  are  directed  to  repair  on  board  and  wind  and  weather 
permitting  make  the  best  of  your  way  to  Batavia  according  to  the  Intention  of 
these  Instructions  We  wish  you  a  good  Voyage  and  date  this  in

[The]   Scrupulous  nicety  is  not  necessary  in  the  Dimentions  provided 
the  Timbers  are  sound  and  the  Plank  not  split,  if  the  quantitys  above  men- 
tion'd  should  be  more  than  the  ship  can  take  in,  omit  a  proportionable  number 
of  each  except  of  the  twenty  Long  Timbers  which  are  [absolutely]  wanted. 

The  Plank  should  be  ail  sawn  Plank  and  the  Timbers  square  or  as  near  it 
as  can  be,  that  is  to  say  they  must  not  be  the  Tree  as.  it  grows  because  such 
Timbers  show  to  disadvantage  and  cut  to  wast  in  the  working.

Honble  Sir  &  Sirs 

We  have  received  your  three  Letters  of  the  18th.  November  2d.  and  15 
December  the  last  by  the  Tilbury  Britannia  Winchelsea  and  Prince  of  Wales 
whicb  arrived  here  under  Convoy  of  the  Queenborough  and  Revenge  the  16 
of  last  Month,  the  Shaftesbury  parted  with  them  off  Ceylone  and  imported 
here  the  30th.  of  January. 
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We  have  the  pleasure  to  learn  from  Anjengo  that  the  Stretham  and  East- 
court  were  arrived  there  and  from  Bengal  that  the  Bombay  Castle  and  Prince 
George  had  proceeded  directly  thither  without  touching  on  the  Coast. 

We  were  in  expectation  of  seeing  the  Warren  here  from  Bengal  partly 
loaded  to  be  filled  up  by  Us  and  sent  home  but  we  are  informed  by  private 
Letters  that  upon  receiving  the  news  of  our  being  besieged  the  Gentlemen 
there  were  about  landing,  what  had  been  loaded  on  her  for  Europe;  which 
makes  Us  apprehensive  we  shall  not  have  any  ship  proceed  from  hence  to 
England  this  Season,  indeed  we  can  furnish  but  little  towards  a  Cargo,  the 
goods  we  had  in  our  Warehouse  having  been  set  on  fire  by  the  Enemys  shells 
and  a  great  part  consumed. 

The  Shaftesbury  having  received  considerable  damage  from  the  Enemys 
shot  whilst  she  lay  in  our  Road  We  have  dispatched  her  to  Batavia  to  refit 
and  return  here  with  Cargo  of  Timber  of  Plank,  which  we  expect  may  be  per- 
formed in  time  for  her  to  proceed  to  China  with  the  other  ships. 

The  great  damage  the  Company's  Buildings  and  Works  have  sustained 
require  much  Timber  and  Plank  for  their  repair  whatever  you  can  assist  us 
with  of  those  articles  will  be  very  acceptable.

Rupees  3000  payable  to  Capt.  Matthys  Frantzen  the  other  for  2790  Arcot 
Rupees 
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payable  to  Charles  Lewis  Hagemaster  and  a  Letter  of  advise  accompanyed 
them  but  we  promised  to  acquaint  you  by  another  oppertunity  of  the  Occasion 
of  those  Draughts  at  the  time  the  French  invested  this  Place  the  Snow 
Victoria  belonging  to  the  Dutch  in  Bengal  was  lying  in  Our  Road,  we 
found  it  necessary  to  employ  her  in  the  Company's  Service  but  the  Master 
Matthys  Frantzen  could  not  be  prevailed  on  to  sell  her,  we  therefore  gave  him 
an  obligation  to  be  answerable  to  the  Owners  in  Bengal  for  her  Value;  and 
the  abovementioned  Bill  of  3000  C.R.  in  full  for  the  adventure  he  had  on 
board  her  on  his  own  account,  the  other  Bill  for  ARS.  2790  was  on  account  of 
some  wheat  landed  from  the  same  Snow  we  have  since  settled  with  Mr.  Hege- 
meister  of  Pulicat  the  Agent  for  the  Owners  and  Freighters  of  the  Snow  and 
paid  him  in  full  of  all  demands  seven  thousand  Arcot  Rupees  for  the  Vessell 
And  appurtenances.

Gentlemen 

We  addressed  you  the  23  of  September  last  by  the  Honble  Companv's 
Ship  Pitt  and  were  in  great  hopes  she  might  have  saved  her  passage  but  having 
since  heard  that  she  was  at  Malacca  so  late  as  in  the  Month  of  November  we 
fear  it  proved  impracticable. 
1759— 2a 
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The  23d.  of  last  Month  we  received  your  Letter  of  the  15th.  December. 

The  Ships  of  the  last  season  bound  for  this  Coast  &  China,  Viz*.  Rhoda^ 
Tilbury,  Winchelsea,  Prince  of  Wales,  Shaftesbury  and  Britannia  under  Con- 
voy of  his  Majestys  ships  Grafton  and  Sunderland  proceeded  to  Bombay  hav- 
ing first  touched  at  Goa  the  beginning  of  November  this  deviation  might  have 
proved  of  fatal  consequence  to  the  Company's  Affairs  for  as  the  expectation  of 
those  succours  had  probably  prevented  any  attempt  against  this  settlement 
so  the  news  of  their  being  on  the  other  Coast  no  sooner  reached  Mr.  Lally  who 
then  lay  with  the  Freeh  [sic]  Army  about  sixty  Miles  distant  from  Us  then 
he  determined  to  form  the  siege  of  this  Place.  We  did  not  think  it  adviseable 
to  oppose  him  in  the  field  as  his  numbers  were  greatly  superior  to  ours  and 
our  army  therefore  having  retraited  [sic]  into  Garrison  the  French  Army  sat 
down  before  this  Fort  the  12th.  December  the  6th.  of  January  they  opened 
their  Batterys  pushed  their  SaP  to  the  Very  Crest  of  Glacis  where  they  con- 
structed a  Breach  Battery  but  as  they  had  never  been  able  to  take  off  our 
Defences  which  we  constantly  repaired  every  night  Our  superior  Fire  soon 
obliged  them  to  abandon  this  last  Battery,  they  continued  however  to  Fire 
from  their  other  Batterys  till  the  16th.  of  February  when  our  long  expected 
succours  arriving  hastened  the  retreat  which  they  had  meditated  some  days 
before,  the  17th-  they  raised  the  siege  and  marched  off  with  the  small  remains 
of  their  Army  We  shortly  after  took  the  Field  and  both  our  army  and  theirs 
are  both  in  the  Arcot  Country. 

The  Rhoda  one  of  the  ships  intended  for  China  has  been  detained  at 
Bombay  to  come  round  with  the  Kings  squadron  the  arrival  of  which  we  daily 
expect. 

The  Shaftesbury  parted  from  the  other  four  in  their  passage  from  Bombay 
and  arrived  here  the  30th.  January,  the  Enemy  had  then  two  ships  lying  in 
the  Road,  one  of  them  of  superior  Force  which  obliged  the  Shaftesbury  to 
haul  close  under  our  Guns  where  she  layed  several  days  exposed  to  the  Fire 
from  the  Enemys  Batterys  by  which  she  has  suffered  so  much  that  we  have 
found  it  necessary  to  send  her  to  Batavia  to  refit  she  sailed  the  4th.  of  March 
and  we  hope  she  may  be  back  in  good  time  to  proceed  to  you. 

As  you  particularly  desire  that  the  ships  of  last  season  may  be  enabled 
to  arrive  with  you  as  early  as  possible,  we  now  dispatch  to  you  the  Winchelsea 
and  Prince  of  Wales  The  ruinous  state  of  all  our  Buildings  and  the  necessity 
of  repairing  them  as  expeditiously  as  possible  has  obliged  us  to  employ  the 
Tilbury  and  Britannia  to  fetch  up  a  Parcell  of  Timber  and  Plank  from  Puli- 
cat  that  service  we  believe  may  be  compleated  by  the  end  of  this  Month  and 
we  then  propose  to  dispatch  those  two  ships  to  you  also  and  the  Rhoda  and 
Shaftesbury  shall  follow  as  soon  as  possible  after  their  arrival. 

Besides  the  Treasure  consigned  to  You  by  the  Court  of  Directors  on  the 
abovementioned  six  ships  each  of  them  brought  five  Chests  consigned  to  Us, 
but  with  Orders  to  forward  them  to  you  these  Orders  were  given  upon  a  sup- 
position that  we  should  be  fully  suppiyed  from  Bengal  with  money  for  all  our 
demands  the  stock  we  have  at  present  by  Us  is  far  short  of  what  the  Expences 
of  our  Army  alone  will  require  and  we  are  very  doubtfull  whether  we  shall 
receive  any  assistance  from  Bengal  this  season  which  lays  Us  under  the 
necessity  of  detaining  the  ten  Chests  which  should  otherwise  have  been  sent 
you  by  these  two  Ships,  and  should  we  not  receive  supplys  from  Bengal  or 
England  before  the  departure  of  the  other  Ships  we  shall  be  obliged  to  keep 
the  rest,  but  of  this  We  shall  write  You  particularly  by  each  ship. 

You  will  easily  conceive  that  the  scene  we  have  passed  thro'  has  put  it  out 
of  our  power  to  provide  any  Redwood  or  other  Articles  proper  for  the  China 
Market. 

We  are  sorry  to  find  that  the  Company's  Ships  of  last  season  were  likely 
to  be  so  much  distressed  by  the  want  of  the  Men  who  were  taken  out  of  them 
for  the  service  of  his  Majestys  Squadron,  it  was  done  by  the  Admirals  own 
Authority  and  it  is  not  in  our  power  to  prevent  it.  * 
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We  are  much  surprised  at  the  Information  You  give  Us  of  120  Pieces  of 
scarlet  Cloth  from  Pondicherry  being  put  on  board  the  Macao  Ship  S*.  Catherine 
in  our  Road  and  Consigned  to  a  french  Gentleman  at  Canton,  these  Macao 
ships  generally  touch  at  all  or  most  of  the  principal  Ports  on  the  Coast  from 
Negapatam  to  this  place  and  are  Certainly  at  liberty  to  Trade  at  every  one  and 
take  on  board  what  Freight  they  please  whether  the  Goods  you  mention  were 
taken  in  at  this  Port  or  any  other  we  do  not  know,  but  in  an  open  Road  such  as 
ours  it  is  without  doubt  very  practicable  for  Boats  in  the  Night  from  any  of  the 
other  settlements  to  put  on  board  any  ship  what  goods  they  please  without 
any  possibility  of  prevention  from  Us,  this  you  may  be  assured  of,  that  such  a 
transaction  never  should  have  been  and  never  shall  be  suffered  here  to  our 
knowledge.

March  with  the 
Bales  you  Consigned  Us  on  the  Companys  Account,  the  Cloth  not  being  Yet 
sorted  We  cannot  say  any  thing  of  the  quality  we  have  since  received  by  the 
Warren  Your  Letter  of  the  16th.  March  and  are  sorry  we  cannot  at  present 
make  any  advantage  of  the  oppertunity  which  you  say  now  Offers  of  a  good 
Investment  for  want  of  money  but  even  if  that  difficulty  did  not  exist  We  are 
far  from  thinking  your  Residence  at  Vizagapatam  so  secure  as  to  Warrant  our 
sending  you  any  money  Wares  or  Stores  untill  we  hear  further. 

We  observe  by  Your  Accounts  you  have  taken  the  old  Books  for  your  Model 
and  have  Debted  the  Merchants  for  money  advanced  on  account  of  the  Invest- 
ment which  We  disapprove;  the  Chief  must  be  debted  to  Cash  for  such  advances

Our  Dispatch  to  you  by  these  Ships  were  closed  the  15th.  but  before  they 
were  delivered  to  the  Captains  Intelligence  arriving  that  our  Army  in  the 
Field  had  taken,  Conjeveram  by  Storm  and  that  Major  Brereton  who  Com- 
mands and  several  of  the  principal  officers  were  wounded  we  were  desirous  of 
being  satisfyed  whether  the  Majors  wounds  were  such  as  would  render  it  im- 
possible for  him  to  keep  the  Field  Colonel  Draper  having  promised  the  Presi- 
dent in  that  Case  that  he  would  alter  his  resolution  of  going  to  England  at 
this  time  by  the  Way  of  China,  but  Major  Brereton  acquainting  Us  that  he 
had  received  no  material  hurt  Colonel  Draper  as  well  as  Capt.  jasper  and 
Captain  Dickenson  proceed  on  the  Winchelsea  and  We  are  to  request  they 
may  be  accomodated  with  passage  home. 

The  Company  have  directed  Us  not  to  suffer  any  passengers  to  go  home 
by  the  way  of  China  but  the  number  of  Persons  who  are  desirous  of  returning 
to  England  and  the  few  conveyances  from  the  Coast  oblige  Us  to  permit  these 
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gentlemen  to  take  their  passage  on  the  China  ship  which  We  doubt  not  the 
Court  of  Directors  will  approve  when  they  know  the  Cause.

By  the  Thames  We  addressed  you,  the  10th.  of  last  Month  the  Warren 
imported  here  the  9th.  and  brought  TJs  your  Letters  of  the  25  January  and 
2d.  February  and  the  5th.  Instant  we  receiv'd  those  of  the  20th.  and  27th.  March 
by  the  Charley. 

The  Deficiencys  in  the  Cargo  you  Consigned  Us  by  the  Thames  were  very 
large,  but  as  We  were  unacquainted  on  what  terms  you  had  employed  that 
Ship  in  the  Companys  Service,  We  rather  chose  to  leave  it  to  you  to  settle 
those  Deficiencys  with  the  Owners  than  to  demand  the  Amount  of  the  Captain 
here,  the  Accounts  could  not  be  finished  in  time  to  be  sent  you  by  the  Thames 
but  they  are  enclosed  now. 

Mr.  Percival  being  dead  and  no  person  having  yet  administred  to  his 
Estate  We  are  obliged  to  return  the  Bill  which  you  remitted  Us  in  your  Letter 
of  the  25  January  upon  him  for  Ars.  7236-14-3  with  a  protest  for  non- 
payment. 

We  have  taken  Measures  for  providing  the  Redwood  you  desire  and  hope 
in  the  Course  of  the  season  to  be  able  to  send  You  all  or  the  greatest  part  of 
what  you  Indent  for  if  we  find  Conveyances. 

Not  one  of  the  King  of  Siams  ships  have  imported  here  this  season  should 
any  oppertunity  offer  of  obtaining  satisfaction  for  the  Owners  of  the  North- 
umberland we  shall  not  neglect  it. 

As  Mr.  Amphlets  services  are  Usefull  to  You  to  you  [sic]  in  the  Engi- 
neering Branch  we  consent  to  his  continuing  at  Bengal  as  long  as  that  duty 
may  require  it  without  prejudice  to  his  standing  on  this  Establishment. 

We  shall  have  Bales  enough  with  the  Salt  Petre  on  Board  the  Warren  to 
make  up  her  Tonnage  We  are  preparing  for  her  dispatch  to  England  which 
may  be  compleated  some  time  in  the  next  month. 

As  Your  Letter  by  the  Warren  did  not  reach  Us  till  the  10th.  April  we 
thought  it  too  late  to  relieve  the  Hardwicke  or  send  You  one  of  the  China  Ships 
to  be  dispatched  home  this  season. 

In  your  Letter  of  the  2d.  February  you  advise  Us  of  your  Intentions  to 
send  Us  the  Bombay  Castle  with  Provisions,  but  We  since  hear  You  have 
dispatched  her  to  England. 

Captain  Glover  parted  from  the  Danes  Ship  you  put  under  his  Convoy 
off  Pondicherry  and  We  have  since  heard  that  she  proceeded  to  Tranquebar 
from  whence  We  have  received  a  Long  protest,  the  purport  of  which  we  do 
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not  know  not  having  yet  been  able  to  get  it  translated,  nine  of  the  thirteen 
French  Gentlemen  you  Charged  Capt.  Glover  with  were  on  board  this  Ship 
and  We  have  not  heard  any  thing  of  them. 

We  purpose  in  a  few  days  to  dispatch  to  You  the  Honble  Companys  Snow 
Victoria  and  shall  take  that  opportunity  to  send  you  twenty  Pipes  of  Madeira 
Wine  which  tho'  but  a  small  quantity,  is  all  that  remains  after  allowing  the 
Companys  Servants  Civil  and  Military  without  distinction  of  Rank  only  one 
third  of  a  pipe  each. 

Mr.  Newton  writes  Us  from  the  Negrais  that  he  has  provided  there  on 
the  Companys  Account  Four  thousand  Timbers,  these  would  be  of  great  service 
to  Us  there  are  also  many  Stores  there  to  a  large  amount  which  we  have  not 
at  present  any  means  to  fetch  away,  We  shall  make  Use  of  all  the  oppertunities 
that  offer  and  request  that  you  do  the  same. 

An  intercepted  Letter  from  Mr.  Lally  inform  Us  that  he  intended  to  burn 
and  destroy  the  Black  Town  but  our  succours  arrived  oppertunely  and  obliged 
him  to  retreat  precipitately  without  executing  that  part  of  his  purpose  but 
he  had  some  time  before  given  [sic]  Orders  for  demolishing  the  Houses  of  the 
Europeans  in  the  Environs  and  at  the  Mount  which  were  executed  as  far  as 
they  were  able,  and  the  same  has  been  done  at  Fort  S*.  David.  The  English 
Women  who  were  detained  as  prisoners  at  Sadras  were  released  some  time  after 
the  Siege  was  raised  but  not  so  soon  as  they  might  have  been  nor  was  those 
Usage  there  such  as  might  have  been  expected  tho  far  better  than  what  they 
would  have  received  (according  to  the  Confession  of  the  French  Officers  there) 
had  Mr.  Lallys  orders  been  complied  with.

Our  last  went  by  the  Argyle  Sloop  under  date  the  10th.  Instant,  we  have 
since  received  your  several  Letters  of  the  27th.  March  by  the  Ship  Fort  William 
and  Duplicate  of  the  same  date,  the  original  by  the  Sloop  Lyon  not  yet  arrived 
and  by  the  Leopard  Snow  one  of  the  21,d.  April  with  a  Duplicate  of  the  same 
date  the  original  by  the  Fort  William  Schooner  not  Yet  arrived. 

We  are  obliged  to  Your  Honour  &ca.  for  the  supply  of  Sonaut  Rupees 
you  have  sent  Us  our  Silver  Mint  having  been  entirely  demolished  and  not 
Yet  rebuilt  We  cannot  advise  You  exactly  how  those  Rupees  turn  out  here 
but  this  We  hope  to  do  by  the  next  oppertunity.  Gold  Mohurs  generally  sell 
here  from  3|  to  3|  Pagodas  each. 

As  we  cannot  now  expect  any  further  Remittances  from  You  besides  what 
you  advice  of  in  your  abovementioned  Letters  before  September  We  shall 
probably  know  by  that  time  what  We  are  to  expect  from  England  and  will 
write  you  particularly,  in  the  mean  time  we  will  continue  agreable  to  Your 
desire,  to  draw  on  You  for  what  sums  may  present. 

In  our  Letter  of  the  24th-  March  we  requested  You  to  pay  the  legal 
Claimant  Ars.  2142  for  the  produce  of  part  of  the  Cargo  of  the  Catherine  Sloop, 
as  soon  as  the  rest  of  her  Cargo  can  be  sold,  it  shall  be  remitted  in  the  same 
manner  we  have  no  account  of  what  was  delivered  from  that  sloop  at  Vizaga- 
patam  for  the  Use  of  the  Troops  with  Colonel  Forde,  but  as  all  the  accounts 
of  that  expedition,  are  transmitted  to  You,  we  imagine  you  will  from  them 
be  enabled  to  settle  with  the  Owners ;  It  was  always  our  intention  to  make

AT  VlZAGAPATAM. 

Gentlemen 

Wrote  to  Mr.  Andrews  the  20th.  and  21  of  April  and  now  enclose  Dupli- 
cates since  then  We  have  received  a  Letter  from  the  Honble  Court  of  Directors 
dated  the  5th.  July  1758  from  which  we  send  you  an  Extract  of  the  11th.  & 
12  and  13  Paragraphs,  the  Directions  contained  in  them  have  enabled  Us  to 
Resolve  on  a  plan  for  reestablishing  a  Factory  at  Vizagapatam  which  is  as 
follows. 

1.  Considering  the  heavy  Charge  of  Building  a  Fort  and  maintaining  a 
proper  Garrison  of  Europeans  We  have  resolved  not  to  put  the  Company  to 
that  Charge,  but  that  only  One  hundred  Gun  Peons  and  fifty  Sword  Peons 
be  allowed  to  prevent  Robberys  and  Insults  from  the  people  in  the  Factory 
and  you  are  therefore  to  entertain  that  number  and  no  More,  and  you  must 
observe  as  a  General  Rule  that  in  case  of  Danger  from  the  Morattas  or  others 
you  are  to  send  away  all  or  as  much  as  possible  of  the  Companys  Effects  if 
in  the  N.E.  Monsoon  to  this  Presidency  if  in  the  S.W.  Monsoon  to  Bengal. 

2.  The  Business  of  the  Factory  is  to  be  conducted  by  a  Chief  and  Council 
with  such  European  assistants  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  found  necessary 
and  we  now  appoint.

3.  The  Chief  Council  and  Assistants  are  to  have  the  following  Allow- 
ances. 

The  Chief — fifty  Pagodas  a  Month  and  a  palankeen. 
The  Second — Twenty  Pagodas  a  Month. 
The  Third — Twenty  Pagodas  a  Month. 
The  Assistant — Ten  Pagodas  a  Month. 

Over  and  above  their  respective  salarys,  in  full  for  Diet  servants  Wages 
and  all  other  Expences  whatsoever  except  the  following. 

4.  The  Chief,  Council  and  Assistants  are  to  be  lodged  in  the  Companys 
Buildings  and  if  those  should  not  [be]  sufficient  such  as  are  not  so  provided 
with  Lodgings  are  to  be  allowed  five  Pagodas  a  Month  in  lieu  to  provide  them- 


5.  We  think  a  Syrang  and  ten  Lascars  sufficient  to  tend  the  Flag  staff  we 
therefore  allow  that  number  and  no  more. 

6.  Such  Conicoplys  and  other  servants  as  are  really  necessary  for  the 
Business  of  the  Warehouse  are  to  be  entertained  and  no  more. 

7.  In  conformity  to  the  said  11th.  paragraph  the  method  of  providing 
the  Investment  by  the  Chief  must  be  entirely  abolished  and  you  are  not  to  have 
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any  Concern  therein,  on  your  Private  Accounts  directly  or  indirectly  but 
agreable  to  our  Honble  Masters  former  Orders  and  the  Method  now  practised 
here  you  are  to  give  publick  notice  that  all  Persons  inclined  to  contract  for 
providing  the  Investment  may  deliver  in  their  proposals  to  you,  and  you  are 
then  to  contract  with  such  of  the  proposers  being  responsible  persons,  as  offer 
the  Most  advantageous  terms. 

We  observe  in  Mr.  Andrew's  Accounts  for  November  &  December  1758 
and  January  and  February  1759  a  Charge  of  House  Rent  for  M1.  Dolben  and 
Dr.  Wilson  you  must  explain  to  Us  the  occasion  of  this  charge  and  at  the 
same  time  send  Us  a  particular  Account  of  all  the  Companys  Buildings  des- 
cribing their  Condition.

Honble  Sir  &  Sirs 

Our  last  under  date  the  17th.  July  advised  the  arrival  of  the  Essex,  the 
Valentine  Suffolk,  Pocock  Denbam  &  Oxford  fell  in  with  Mr.  Pococks  Squad- 
ron, Off  Ceylone  the  13th.  July  &  were  detained  by  him  so  late  that  We  much 
fear  it  will  be  impossible  for  any  of  them  to  gain  their  Passage  to  China  this 
season,  at  our  earnest  desire  the  Valentine  &  Suffolk  were  dispatched  to  Us 
from  the  squadron  and  arrived  here  the  16th.  Instant,  We  intend  that  these 
two  shall  attemt  [sic]  the  Passage  to  China  the  Denham  &  Oxford  did  not 
import  here  from  the  Squadron  till  the  25th.  Instant  and  as  it  will  be  im- 
possible to  get  them  ready  in  any  reasonable  time  to  be  dispatch' d  for  Canton 
We  purpose  to  send  them  to_  Mazulipatam  and  to  return  hither  with  the 
French  Prisoners,  the  Pocock  is  detained  as  a  Storeship  to  the  Squadron  but 
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will  be  discharged  We  imagine  before  the  Admiral  leaves  the  Coast,  The 
Shaftesbury  one  of  the  last  years  China  Ships  was  sent  to  Batavia  to  refit  and 
return  hither  in  her  Passage  back  Meeting  with  hard  Gales  she  fell  to  Leeward 
and  is  gone  to  the  Negrais  We  expect  her  here  next  Month,  The  Calcutta  from 
England  and  Madeira  arrived  here  the  23  Instant. 

We  advised  you  in  our  former  Letters  that  We  had  found  it  necessary  to 
send  the  Strethem  and  Duke  of  Dorset  to  Join  the  Squadron  and  on  that 
account  had  landed  their  Consignments  to  You,  the  Stretham  being  returned 
to  Us  first  We  have  put  on  board  her  the  Articles  we  had  landed  from  the 
Duke  of  Dorset  &  Royal  George  and  We  have  also  landed  from  the  Duke  of 
Dorset  &  Royal  George  and  We  have  also  reladen  on  her  the  consignment  to 
You  from  Bombay  all  which  is  distinguished  in  the  Invoice. 

The  Duke  of  Dorset  did  not  return  to  Us  till  within  these  few  days.  We 
think  to  dispatch  her  to  You  about  the  10th.  of  next  month  with  Redwood. 

The  Calcutta  also  shall  be  dispatched  to  You  some  time  next  Month. 

As  we  do  not  see  any  way  at  present  in  which  we  shall  be  able  to  employ 
the  Denham  Oxford  and  Pocock  &  Shaftesbury  after  their  return  to  Us  from 
their  present  destinations  and  Employment  untill  the  next  season  We  intend 
to  dispatch  them  all  to  You  unless  any  unforeseen  Event  should  induce  Us  to 
take  other  Measures. 

As  We  have  already  sent  by  the  Essex  and  shall  send  by  the  two  ships 
now  under  dispatch  for  Canton  part  of  the  Treasure  of  the  other  ships,  we 
reckon  we  shall  not  have  left  above  thirty  Chests  of  Dollars  for  such  of  the 
China  Ships  of  this  season  as  may  remain  on  hand  to  be  dispatched  thither 
next  Year,  We  therefore  must  entirely  depend  on  your  Honour  &ca.  for  such 
stocks  as  may  enable  them  to  proceed  at  the  Proper  time  which  should  not  be 
less  than  twenty  Chests  for  each  ship. 

Besides  these  China  Ships  intended  to  be  sent  down  to  You,  should  all 
the  Coast  and  Bay  ships  arrive  safe  there  will  be  five  to  be  provided  for  on 
this  side  India  Viz*.  Hardwick,  Duke  of  Dorset,  Calcutta,  Ajax,  and  Stor- 
mont,  We  do  not  mention  the  Royal  George  because  it  is  probable  she  may 
attend  the  squadron,  We  cannot  at  present  contribute  any  thing  towards  their 
dispatch  nor  can  We  Judge  whether  We  shall  have  any  or  what  number  of 
Bales  by  February  as  that  entirely  depends  on  the  supplys  of  Money  We  may 
receive  from  You  next  Month,  Our  Stock  being  so  low  that  We  cannot  spare 
any  for  the  Investment. 

By  Advices  lately  received  from  Fort  Marlbro'  dated  in  May  We  are 
assured  that  there  will  be  full  Nine  hundred  Tons  of  Pepper  besides  the  Cargo 
of  their  annual  ship,  but  as  the  Delawar  is  destined  to  that  Coast  this  year 
from  England  besides  the  Holderness,  reckoning  300  Tons  for  the  Delawar, 
there  will  then  remain  600  Tons  which  We  leave  entirely  at  your  disposal! 
We  must  add  however  that  in  case  You  should  Yourselves  be  able  to  provide 
for  the  Tonnage  of  all  the  Coast  and  Bay  ships  without  that  surplus  pepper. 
We  think  in  that  case  it  would  be  adviseable  to  dispatch  home  one  or  two  of 
the  China  ships  also,  sending  so  many  ships  to  fill  up  at  Marlbro'  as  you  may 
think  best  for  mixing  the  Cargos  and  dividing  the  risque. 

Upon  the  Arrival  of  the  Duke  of  Dorset  from  England  We  addressed  vou 
the  28th.  of  June  on  the  Subject  of  Money,  We  also  wrote  to  Bombay  to  the 
same  Effect,  they  tell  Us  in  Answer  that  they  have  great  reason  to  think  their 
several  Occasions  will  reauire  a  supply  before  the  next  years  ships  can  arrive 
and  they  therefore  hope  We  may  be  furnished  with  such  as  We  mav  want  bv 
your  Honour  &ca.  Council,  concluding  that  you  will  be  able  to  borrow  Monev 
(■should  it  be  necessary)  on  more  Moderate  terms  than  they  can  do  on  that  side 
and  therefore  they  refer  Us  to  You. 

We  have  not  been  unmindfull  of  what  your  Honour  &ca.  have  repeatedly 
recommended  to  Us  concerning  the  Seizure  of  the  Northumberland  Snow  at 
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Junkseyloan  in  1756.  Capt.  Mackmath  having  produced  to  Us  several  deposi- 
tions which  fully  prove  that  the  King  of  Quedah  was  concerned  as  a  principal 
in  that  transaction  and  that  he  has  appropiated  [sic]  to  his  own  Use  part  of 
the  Snow  and  her  Cargo,  We  have  thereupon  seized  and  Confiscated  a  Snow 
belonging  to  him  which  arrived  here  this  Season  as  well  as  her  Cargo  both 
which  have  been  sold  at  Outcry  and  the  produce  We  purpose  shall  remain 
deposited  in  the  Company's  Cash  untill  the  next  season,  when  if  We  should 
not  receive  any  Satisfactory  Answer  from  the  King  of  Quedah  to  a  Letter  we 
have  lately  wrote  him  concerning  this  proceeding,  our  intentions  are  that  this 
Money  shall  be  paid  to  the  Owners  and  concerned  in  the  Northumberland  and 
her  Cargo  or  to  whom  soever  they  shall  Authorise  to  receive  the  same,  and  we 
shall  proceed  in  like  manner  to  seize  and  confiscate  all  ships  and  Effects  that 
may  fall  within  our  power  belonging  to  the  King  of  Siam  and  the  King  of 
Quedah  untill  ample  satisfaction  be  made  for  the  Loss  of  the  Northumberland 
We  have  the  Sanction  of  our  Honble  Masters  for  this  proceeding  as  you 
will  please  to  observe  by  the  accompanying  Extract  from  their  Commands. 

We  herewith  forward  to  you  two  Packets  one  from  Bombay  the  other 
from  Saint  Helena  We  have  another  for  You  from  Bombay  which  probably 
being  a  Duplicate  of  that  now  sent  shall  go  by  the  next  conveyance.

August  you  will  please  to 
observe  by  the  last  letter  that  admiral  Pocock  having  detained  the  other  China 
Ships  we  had  wrote  to  him  to  send  Us  at  least  two  of  them,  in  consequence 
whereof  the  Valentine  &  Suffolk  were  dispatched  and  arrived  here  the  16th. 
of  last  month,  but  notwithstanding  all  possible  diligence  they  could  not  be 
1759—6 
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got  ready  to  proceed  till  now,  Mr.  Pocock  has  since  dismissed,  the  Denham, 
Oxford  and  Pocock  also  but  the  season  will  be  so  far  advanced  before  their 
Cargos  can  be  landed  that  it  will  be  in  Vain  to  attempt  the  passage  to  China 
until  the  next  year. 

We  now  dispatch  the  Valentine  and  Suffolk  to  you,  and  as  their  Original 
stocks  consisting  only  of  Ten  Chests  of  Treasure  each  are  by  far  too  small. 
and  we  are  directed  to  encrease  them,  "We  have  taken  twenty  chests  from  the 
Stocks  of  the  other  ships  and  added  them  to  the  stocks  of  these  in  equal  pro- 
portions so  that  you  will  receive  by  each  twenty  chests.  We  have  also  Laden 
and  consigned  to  You  as  much  Eedwood  as  could  be  got  on  board  them,  without 
detention,  the  quantity  and  Value  will  appear  by  the  Invoices. 

The  Ships  remaining  in  India  of  those  which  were  intended  for  China  are,

Our  last  address  was  dated  the  8th.  August  We  therein  advised  that  the- 
Valentine,  Suffolk,  Pocock,  Oxford  &  Denham  had  joined  Mr.  Pococks  Squa- 
dron, and  were  detained  by  him,  at  our  earnest  desire  he  dispatched  to  Us  the 
Valentine  and  Suffolk,  and  they  proceeded  on  their  Voyage  to  Canton  the  7th. 
Instant,  The  Denham  and  Oxford  did  not  arrive  here  till  some  time  after, 
when  it  was  too  late  to  think  of  sending  them  to  China  this  Season  they  are 
at  present  gone  to  Mazulipatam  to  fetch  up  the  French  Prisoners  and  will  when 
they  return  be  sent  down  to  Bengal,  the  Pocock  We  believe  will  be  employed  for 
some  time  as  a  Storeship  to  the  Squadron  the  Royal  George  as  a  Frigate,  the 
Shaftesbury  one  of  the  last  years  China  ships  was  sent  to  Batavia  to  refit  and 
return  hither,  in  her  passage  back  meeting  with  hard  Gales  she  fell  to  Leward 
and  is  gone  to  the  Negrais  We  expect  her  here  every  day,  The  Calcutta  from 
England  and  Maderia  arrived  here  the  23  Instant  and  sailed  this  day  for 
Bengal. 

The  Stretham  was  dispatched  to  Bengal  the  31st.  August  and  the  Duke  of 
Dorset  the  14th.  Instant. 

By  Advices  lately  received  from  Fort  Marlbro,  We  judge  there  will  remain 
there  about  six  hundred  Tons  of  pepper  after  the  Dispatch  of  the  Ffolderness 
and  Delawar  We  have  advised  the  Gentlemen  at  Bengal  thereof  and  left  it 
to  them  to  make  a  disposition  of  Tonnage  accordingly.  As  to  ourselves  We 
cannot  be  in  any  degree  assistant  in  the  Loading  for  Europe  the  Ships  of  this 
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•season  unless  we  are  supplied  with  money  either  from  Bengal  or  from  Your 
Honour  &ca.  The  "Warren  which  sailed  for  England  the  19  August  having 
cleared  our  Warehouse. 

Upon  a  representation  from  the  Gentlemen  at  Bengal  in  1756  that  the 
Snow  Northumberland  Capt.  John  Mackmath  had  been  seized  and  Confiscated 
and  the  greatest  part  of  the  Crew  Murdered  at  Junkseyloan  in  the  year  1755 
by  the  Governour  of  that  place  and  the  Assistance  of  the  King  of  Cud d ah, 
we  wrote  to  the  King  of  Siam  demanding  restitution  and  acquainted  our 
Honourable  Masters  of  our  proceedings  herein,  who  in  Answer  empower  Us 
to  make  reprisals,  if  Justice  should  not  otherwise  be  done  to  the  sufferers, 
Having  received  no  Answers  from  the  King  of  Siam  we  have  reason  to  think 
he  has  no  intentions  to  comply  with  our  demands  and  Captain  Mackmath 
having  made  it  appear  to  Us  that  the  King  of  Cudda  was  concerned  as  a 
principal  we  have  this  Year  seized  and  confiscated  a  snow  belonging  to  him 
and  her  Cargo  and  shall  do  the  like  by  all  others  that  may  fall  within  our 
power  as  well  as  with  the  ships  and  Effects  of  the  King  of  Siam  and  his  sub- 
jects untill  ample  satisfaction  be  made  to  the  concerned  in  the  Northumber- 
land and  her  Cargo,  We  give  your  Honour  &ca.  this  advice  not  only  that  you 
may  caution  all  vessells  trading  to  the  Eastward  to  be  on  their  Guard  but  that 
if  any  Vessells  belonging  to  the  Kings  of  Siam  &  Cuddah  should  fall  within 
your  power  you  may  be  apprized  of  what  has  already  passed  that  you  may  act 
in  consequence  as  you  may  think  reasonable.

Our  Honble  Masters  Ship  Duke  Arrived  here  the  15th.  August  from 
Batavia  and  Brought  Us  your  Advices  of  the  21  May. 

We  would  willingly  have  complied  with  Your  desire  by  returning  the 
Duke  to  You  immediately  but  upon  Capt.  Powneys  representation  and  a  Sur- 
vey,, it  being  judged  unsafe  for  that  ship  to  make  another  Voyage  without 
having  her  Bottom  Looked  at  We  have  therefore  dispatch' d  her  to  Bengal  to 
be  refitted  We  have  desired  she  may  return  to  Us  in  January  and  We  purpose 
to  send  her  then  directly  to  You. 

The  Gentlemen  at  Bombay  wrote  Us  sometime  ago  that  the  two  Schooners 
were  in  great  forwardness  and  that  one  of  them  would  be  ready  to  come  round 
to  Us  before  the  Monsoon  but  by  a  Vessell  lately  arrived  from  Bombay  We 
have  cause  to  think  we  shall  not  see  her  so  soon  whenever  they  come  they  shall  be 
dispatched  to  you. 

We  observe  that  you  reckon  on  having  nine  hundred  surplus  Tons  of  pep- 
per this  was  upon  a  supposition  that  you  should  have  only  one  Ship  from 
Europe,  but  as  our  Honble  Masters  intended  to  send  you  two  (the  Holdernesse 
of  499  Tons  and  the  Delawar  of  400  Tons)  We  compute  your  remains  at  about 
600  Tons  and  have  wrote  accordingly  to  the  Gentlemen  at  Bengal  to  send  two 
or  more  ships  to  fill  up  at  Marlbro. 

All  the  Ships  from  England  this  season  intended  for  the  Coast  and  China 
arrived  safe,  but  only  three  of  them  have  been  dispatch'd  to  Canton  (the 
Essex,  Valentine  and  Suffolk  the  rest  being  too  late,  We  shall  send  them  to 
Bengal  to  pass  the  Monsoon. 

Of  the  Coast  and  Bay  Ships  the  Duke  of  Dorset  and  the  Calcutta  are 
arrived  bere  and  sent  on  to  Bengal,  and  the  Company's  own  ship  Royal  George 
imported  here  in  July  and  is  with  his  Majesty's  Squadron.

concerning  some  disbursements  made  by  Us  on  the  ship  Protector. 

In  answer  to  which  We  beg  leave  to  acquaint  You  that  it  is  our  constant

3d.  the  Gentlemen  appointed  a  Committee  for  examining  into  the  Affairs 
of  the  West  Coast  having  lately  delivered  in  a  Report,  drawn  out  in  so  clear 
&  distinct  a  manner  we  shall  have  occasion  to  add  but  little  thereto,  Copy 
thereof  is  sent  herewith. 

4.  We  remark  the  Inconvenience  You  alledge  relating  to  the  Duke's 
calling  at  your  northern  settlements  when  her  Dispatch  is  at  a  time  that  In- 
telligence from  hence  may  guide  You  in  regard  to  the  Tonnage  you  may  load 
on  Your  Storeship;  and  shall  therefore  take  Care  in  future  to  give  particular

Ultimo,  and  now 
working  into  the  Road,  we  have  received  advice  that  Captain  Southby  arrived 
at  the  Negrais  the  4th.  of  that  Month,  and  that  on  the  6th.  the  Burmahs  rose, 
cut  off  all  the  Europeans  on  Shore,  being  Ten  in  Number,  and  made  themselves 
Masters  of  the  Cannon  which  they  turned  on  the  Shaftesbury,  killed  the 
Second  Mate  &  one  Seaman,  and  wounded  some  others  besides  damaging  the 
Ship  considerably;  the  7th.  Captain  Inglis  drove  them  from  their  Guns  and 
got  clear. 

A  vessell  from  Bombay  named  the  Fame,  Captain  Cling,  and  the  Snow 
Concern  from  this  Place  then  lying  at  Dagon  were  seized  and  their  Crew 
made  Prisoners. 

We  have  thought  proper  to  inform  your  Honor  &ca.  of  this  Piece  of  In- 
telligence that  You  may  take  the  necessary  precautions.

TO  THE  HONBLE  El  CHARD  BOURCHIER  ESQK 

President  &  Gov*.  &cA.  Council  of  Bombay. 

Honble  Sir  &  Sirs 

Your  favor  of  the  18th.  October  We  received  the  19th.  Instant. 

We  acquainted  you  in  one  of  our  former  Letters  that  our  Honble  Masters 
Ship  Shaftesbury  had  gone  to  the  Negrais  to  refit.  She  left  that  Place  the 
7th.  October  and  arrived  here  the  15th.  of  this  Month;  By  her  We  learn  that 
the  Burmahs  rose  on  the  6th.  Octob1".  and  put  Every  European  in  the  Fort  to 
Death  and  having  made  themselves  Masters  of  the  Guns,  immediately  turned 
them  upon  the  Shaftesbury  killed  the  Second  Mate  &  One  Seaman  and  Wound- 
ed some  others  besides  damaging  the  Ship  considerably;  the  7th.  Cap*.  Inglis 
drove  the  Burmahs  from  the  Cannon  they  Were  in  possession  of,  and  put  to  sea. 

The  Shaftesbury  having  suffered  much  in  her  Hull,  We  shall  in  a  few 
days  dispatch  her  to  you  in  order  that  she  may  be  properly  Examined  & 
Repaired,  and  we  request  of  you  to  return  her  hither  as  soon  as  possible  as 
We  propose  to  dispatch  her  to  China. 

We  were  at  present  in  great  Want  both  of  grain  &  Timber  and  must 
therefore  intreat  Your  Honour  &ca.  to  direct  Your  Residents  at  Mangalore, 
&  Calicut,  to  provide  a  Quantity  of  those  Articles  sufficient  to  load  the  Shaf- 
tesbury, which  Ship  may  for  those  purposes  be  Ordered  to  call  at  those  Places 
in  her  return. 

The  Ajax  Stormont  &  Houghton  imported  here  the  27th.  Ultimo,  and 
have  been  sent  to  Bengal.  The  Fort  Marlborough  Schooner  was  dispatched  to 
the  West  Coast  the  10th.  Inst 

We  shall  write  to  the  Chief  and  Factors  at  Tellicherry  by  the  Shaftesbury, 
concerning  the  beforementioned  Provision  of  Rice  &  Timber,  presuming  that 
your  Honor  &ca.  will  comply  with  our  request.

Gentlemen 

Our  Honble  Masters  Ship  Shaftesbury  arrived  here  the  15th.  Inst,  from 
the  Negrais  which  place  she  left  the  7th.  October,  By  her  We  learn  that  the 
Burmans  rose  6th.  October  and  put  every  European  in  the  Fort  to  Death  and 
having  made  themselves  Masters  of  the  Guns,  immediately  turned  them  on 
the  Shaftesbury,  killed  the  Second  Mate  and  one  Seaman,  and  wounded  some 
others,  besides  damaging  the  Ship  considerably;  the  7th.  Captn.  Inglis  drove 
the  Burmars  [sic]  from  the  Cannon  they  were  in  possession  of  and  put  to  Sea. 
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The  Shaftesbury  having  suffered  much  in  her  Hull,  we  have  come  to  a 
resolution  to  send  her  to  Bombay  that  she  may  be  properly  Examined  and 
Repair'd  and  have  desired  the  President  &  Council  there  to  return  her  to 
Us  as  Soon  as  possible  with  a  Cargo  of  Rice  and  Timber.  If  you  can  on 
Your  parts  be  any  ways  assisting  in  furnishing  the  Shaftesbury  with  the 
abovementioned  Cargo,  by  transmitting  the  necessary  directions  to  Mangalore 
&  Calicut  you  will  greatly  oblige  Us,  We  being  at  present  greatly  in  Want  of 
those  Articles.

Captn.  Inglis  having  since  his  Arrival  represented  to  Us  that  his  Ship 
Receiv'd  some  Damage  in  her  Hull  by  the  Shot  from  the  Burmans  We  have 
come  to  a  Resolution  to  send  her  to  Bombay  in  order  to  be  properly  examined, 
and  repaired,  as  we  cannot  dispatch  her  to  You  agreeable  to  our  promise  of 
the  31st.  of  August  last  on  account  of  the  lateness  of  the  Season. 

The  Gentlemen  at  Bombay  write  Us  that  in  case  you  can  send  them  a  Ship 
in  the  beginning  of  the  Year  with  Salt  Petre,  they  shall  be  able  to  assist  in 
Compleating  her  Cargo,  and  that  they  had  apprized  you  thereof. 

We  must  again  earnestly  recommend  to  Your  Honour  &ca.  to  furnish  Us 
as  expeditiously  as  possible  with  Supplies  of  Grain,  the  Poor  Inhabitants  being 
in  the  utmost  Distress.

We  have  duely  received  Your  Letters  of  the  29th.  Ultimo,  and  9th.  &  11th. 
Ins*.  By  the  last  We  observe  that  the  Revenues  will  if  properly  paid  in 
amount  to  four  Lacks  of  Rupees  If?  Annum,  We  hope  they  have  been  lett 
out  to  the  greatest  advantage,  and  only  recommend  the  utmost  assiduity  in 
collecting  them;  application  has  been  made  to  Goverdeendoss,  who  will  direct 
his  Gomastahs  to  comply  with  your  Request. 

We  have  examined  the  Proposals  of  the  Northern  Merchants,  and  think 
them  upon  the  whole  reasonable  but  we  cannot  at  present  furnish  you  with  any 
money,  not  knowing  what  supplys  we  may  have  from  Bengal ;  should  you  upon 
receipt  of  the  Revenues  have  more  Cash  than  what  may  be  immediately  wanted 
for  your  necessary  Disbursements,  we  woud  have  you  apply  it  towards  the 
Investment  and  send  us  as  much  Cloth  as  you  can  provide,  The  Difference  in 
the  Piece  between  N°.  1  &  2  and  N°.  2  &  3  is  not  sufficient  the  qualitys  of  the 
Cloth  Consider'd,  We  therefore  recommend  to  You  to  raise  the  prices  of  the 
higher  numbers  &  take  off  a  proportionable  part  from  the  low  sortmts.  in  order 
to  Encourage  as  much  as  possible  the  bringing  You  the  best  of  their  Cloth. 
Our  Sea  Customer  represents  to  Us  he  has  been  applied  to  by  sundry  Persons 
to  remit  them  the  Sea  Gate  Custom  on  their  Goods  Imported  from  Mazuli- 
patam  alledging  that  they  have  already  paid  Custom  to  the  Company  on  Ex- 
porting them  from  thence.  The  Goods  its  True  have  always  bore  the  Company's 
Chop  but  the  proprietors  have  never  had  any  Certificates  to  produce  I  support 
of  what  they  assert,  in  future  to  produce  any  Goods  pay  Custom  on  Exportation 
at  Your  Port,  the  Owners  must  have  a  Certificate  from  You  of  their  having 
so  done  and  to  what  amount.
